Inn Mob day night. Henry F. 
Burrows, chairman of the board, 
presided. 

The trustees declared dividends 
oif 4 V 2 per cent on regular sav¬ 
ings accounts and 5 per cent on 
special notice -accounts. These div¬ 
idends, payable on Jan. 10, total 
$1,035,000 and are the highest 
ever paid by the ba'nk in a six¬ 
mo nth period. Monday night’s! 
declaration brings the dividend 
paid to savers during the year to 
more than $2 million. 

Mr. Knapp told the meeting 
that savings deposits on Dec. 31 
were at the record figure of $46,- 
957,299. The deposit increase for 
the past year was $2,865,092, and 
for the liast three months of the 
year the increase was $1,060,386. 
Westfield Savings Bank has ap¬ 
proximately 30,000 depositors. 

Real estate loans on Dec. 31 
were also alt an alltime high, the 
Westfield Savings Bank presi¬ 
dent said, totaling $39,826,110. 
The increase in real estate loans 
was $3,080,459 for the full year,

No one wants to rule out 
romance as the lure that 
leads boy and girl along the 
happy highway to love 
and marriage. But science 
should also play an impor¬ 
tant part in selecting a life¬ 
long mate. 

So argues Dr. David B. 
Shurtleff, well known as a re¬ 
searcher in pediatrics and med¬ 
ical director of the March of 
Dimes Birth Defects Center at 
the University of Washington 
School of Medicine, Seattle. 

He feels more attention 
should be paid to the medical 
and genetic background of the 
boy who meets girl and vice 
versa. Today virtually the only 
medical test required for a 
marriage license in 46 of the 
50 states is the Wassermann or 
some comparable test for syph¬ 
ilis. 

Dr Shurtleff believes a lot 
more attention should be paid’ 
to family pedigrees, metabolic 
studies, chromosome analyses 
and any other laboratory pro¬ 
cedures that might disclose, in 
prospective fathers and moth¬ 
ers, hidden physical and men¬ 
tal traits likely to cause the 
birth of defective infants. 

“If we don’t establish these 
tests—and I am talking about 
mandatory tests—we’re only 
kidding ourselves when we 
talk about our ‘enlightened so¬ 
ciety,’ ” he declares. 

“We Americans say we are a 
sensible, realistic people. We 
cannot justify procreating, year 
after year, tens of thousands 
of babies who are crippled, 
mentally damaged or suffer 
from inborn errors of metabo¬ 
lism. v 

“Please note that I am not 
saying, that a couple should be 
•forbidden marriage if their 
genetic and other prospects are 
unfavorable. But I want this

New Minimum Wage 
Requirements Set 


In accordance with the pro¬ 
visions of Chapter 679 of the 
Acts of 1966, Commissioner Roe- 
co Ailiberto has issued the follow¬ 
ing mandatory order: 

On Feb. 1, 1968, the minimum 
wage for employees within the 
scope of the Massachusetts Mini¬ 
mum Fair Wage Law (G. L., Ch. 
151, as amended) will advance 
from $1.40 per hour to $1.60 per 
hour. This change will affect the 
service industries under manda¬ 
tory minimum wage orders cov¬ 
ering occupations in the following 
business establishments: Clerical, 
technical, & sijnilar occupations; 
dry cleaning and laundry estab¬ 
lishments; mercantile operations 
—both retail and wholesale; and 
personal services establishments 
—including beauty shops, barber 
shops, physical conditioning and 
weight control salons, etc. 

In the amusemepit and recrea¬ 
tion occupations, the $1.60 i*ate 
will apply to employees other 
than ushers, ticket takers, and 
fair wage rates shall not be be- 
fdeket sellers, whose minimum 
low $1.00 per- horn*. 

In the building service occupa¬ 
tions the $1.60 rate will apply to 


employees other than those who 
are furnished with living quar¬ 
ters and whose basic work week 
is twent-eight hours or more. 
Such employees shall be paid a 
wage of not less than $36.00 per 
week. 

In public housekeeping occu¬ 
pations, the $1.60 minimum rate 
will apply to those employees who 
do not customarily receive gra¬ 
tuities. In the case of employees 
who do customarily receive gra¬ 
tuities the minimum will remain 
at the 93 cents hourly rate. • 

Employees engaged in manu¬ 
facturing occupations, whether in 
the production of goods for in¬ 
terstate or intra-state commerce 
must, as of Feb. 1, 1968, be paid 
$1.60 per hour. 

(Section 1-A of the Massachu¬ 
setts Minimum Fair Wage Law 
provides that employees shall, 
with certain exceptions, receive 
one and one-half times their reg¬ 
ular rate of pay for each hour 
worked in excess of forty hours 
per week. 

Chapter 718 (Sections 6, 7, 
and 10) of the Acts of 1967, re¬ 
quires that employees engaged in 
Agriculture and Fanning shall
